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Peace Prospects 


The Christian “lay mind” should be lis- 
tening and thinking on a far deeper level 
than the American “mass mind”, fostered 
and fed by propaganda. For instance in the 
matter of Russia’s and America’s relation 
to the peace, our propaganda line in Wash- 
ington is a hodge-podge of half truths and 
sheer nonsense. 

What we are not being told, and what we 
need to remember, is that it has been made 
plain by Russians themselves that they are 
fighting for the Soviet political system as 
well as for the fatherland. No matter 
what some Americans say, the Soviet brand 
of communism is not American democracy 
and our system of free enterprise under an- 
other name. In Russia, there exists only 
one political party which countenances no 
opposition. Should opposition appear, it is 
promptly erased by the Soviet police. Every- 
thing is owned and operated by the state 
and since this state ownership has_ been 
found, in war, to be effective and efficient 
in defending itself, there is no indication 
that Soviet leaders plan to modify its basic 
principles or give appreciable support to any 
plans to restore a universal free enterprise. 

With a United Nations victory, Russia 
will be strategically situated, geographically 
and politically, (current propaganda to the 
contrary) to influence a large proportion of 
the world’s population which is her neigh- 
bor. It is hardly to be expected, therefore, 
that the Soviet would:endorse an American- 
type democracy instead of the Soviet brand 
of communism. This was abundantly 
brought out by the recent effort of the com- 
munist youth groups (under the direct 
management of the committees of the Third 
International whose headquarters are in 
Moscow) to capture control of the American 
student movement as it was represented in 
a recent significant gathering in New York. 
Only by a narrow margin did communist 
directed effort fail to gain a dominant posi- 
tion over our most important national stu- 
dent movement. 

In the light of suppressed facts, the only 
hope for a workable peace is not in the di- 
rection of the fuzzy, propaganda-devised 
Imperialist-Bolshevist- Democratic honey- 
moon they’ve been singing about in Wash- 
ington, but in terms of the admirable realism 
of Stalin and the equally frank, clear words 
of Churchill—an expedient peace, based up- 
on our weaknesses as well as our hopes. 

There is a foundation for this peace... 
a foundation subscribed to by large portions 
of the population in each of the four major 
countries. Russia says Capitalism is to 
blame for the war. The British and Ameri- 
cans are about ready to admit that capitalis- 
tic and monopolistic greed did bring it on 
—an admission clearly indicated in the basic 
statements of the Atlantic Charter regard- 
ing redistribution of world resources after 
the war. And millions in the United States 
and England are saying to Russia that there 
can’t be a peace unless it is a Christian 
peace. Millions of Russians are ready to 
admit this. The Christian forces in leader- 
ship in China are in agreement with both 
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Action in Europe or Asia? 


As we predicted some weeks ago, we are now at the most critical peak of the war. 
In all the confusing reports and forecasts that you can read concerning the events of the 
coming weeks, there are some basic facts that few of us have been able successfully 
to decipher. It is well known in authoritative circles in Washington that the American 
commanders are eager for a prompt follow-up of the African collapse with a full- fledged 
invasion of Europe. Russia demands this in no uncertain terms and if such an invasion 
does not come off this summer, there will be another deterioration of Moscow-Wash- 
ington-London relations such as were in force for several months this spring. 

The English, taking a contrary line, are insisting that it would be less costly in lives 
and materials if the victory in Africa were used to tighten the blockade around the 
Nazi fortress of Europe and to step up the bombing of German cities, believing that 
this increasing pressure, accompanied by some small military incisions in the Near East 
and islands of the Mediterranean, would gradually bring the Nazis to collapse in 1944. 

Remember, as we have pointed out to you repeatedly, contrary to the way the news 
is handled in the press, the African campaign was not the “big show”, but was a side 
show involving the opposition of only 250,000 of the Axis troops. Russia is facing 
nearly 4,000,000 of these fighting men. This is the viewpoint emphasized in the Rus- 
sian and Chinese embassies in Washington. They, the Russians and Chinese, are de- 
lighted with the African victory but consider it only a small contribution to victory com- 
pared to their own larger struggles. 

It is being said by inside sources in Washington that a full-fledged offensive, using 
the long-mobilized manpower of England and the large American forces now available, 
would bring the European war to a close by the end of this year, but the British are 
afraid of political repercussions in Europe. Invasion of Africa brought many moments 
of extreme uneasiness to the groups in London which are trying to hold the political 
picture of exiled governments together. American pressure is to get the war over with. 
English insistence is that to maintain the political framework of law and order is more 
important than to end the war this year. Hence there no doubt is something to the 
rumor that the British leaders are willing to cooperate in a strong major move in Asia 
rather than in Europe. 

China is demanding prompt and powerful acceleration of action in Asia while the 
Russians, to the contrary, are increasing their demands for an all-out attack in Europe. 
Between those two focal points of pressure the fate of the next six months hangs. 


Tokyo Bombing 

The public was told a year ago that the bombing of Tokyo was a great success and 
that the American bombers had magnificently achieved their objectives, that none of 
them had been shot down and that none had been sufficiently damaged “to an extent 
that precluded its proceeding to its destination”. 

It is understandable why military secrets must be withheld, but our government 
knew months ago that we had lost our planes and that the great feat of bombing Tokyo 
was done at a severe cost of men and materials and was accomplished only by extreme 
bravery and sacrifice. The way this story has been muffled and twisted is unworthy 
of our democracy. 

The situation is only heightened by the absurd and incredible blundering of our 
Naval political big shots who have now brought down upon their heads the denunciation 
of both citizens and Naval men themselves (when they dare to speak) over the sup- 
pressing of facts concerning the submarine warfare in the Atlantic. 

The American people are losing confidence in official war statements coming from 
Washington. This is exceedingly tragic, for the American public is not afraid of 
the truth, no matter how much it hurts. There is nothing doing more damage to the 
American war morale than the tendency in Washington to adopt Nazi technique on the 
man-handling of facts and truth. 

No wonder the Gallup polls showed that about 40% of the American people said 
they did not know what we are fighting for! They no longer know what to believe. 

To substantiate this statement, let us repeat what we reported in our last release— 
that when a Jarge group of aides of the Office of War Information recently resigned 
they stated, “It is impossible for us, under those who now control our output, to tell 
the full truth . . . The activities of the OWI on the home front are now dominated by 
high pressure promoters who prefer slick salesmanship to honest information. These 
promoters treat as stupid and reluctant customers, the men and women of the United 
States.” 


Hunger Strikers 


Almost completely suppressed in the nation’s press reports so that their efforts will 
receive no widespread attention, from the last we have heard, the conscientious object- 


or hunger strikers of Danbury, Connecticut, are continuing their long fast. Stanley 
Murphy and Lou Taylor, conscientious objectors who walked out of the Civilian Public 
Service camp at Big. Flats, New York, have been now for nearly three months in the 
Danbury Federal Penitentiary, where they are serving a two-and-a-half year sentence. 
The two men, whose protest is directed against conscription and war, are being force- 
fed through tubes inserted in the nostrils.

Mass Murder of European Jews 


We should like to reprint for you in full the April 24 issue of 
the Federal Council Information Service. However, since space 
limitations prevent, we are only ¢ giving a resume of it. The com- 
plete report can be obtained for 5¢ from the Department of Research 
and Education, Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in Ameri- 
ca, 297 Fourth Avenue, New York. 

The suffering of the Jewish people in Europe is beyond anything 
the civilized imagination can picture. But the quality of the evidence 
is so enormous, the sources are so varied and their correspondence 
in substance and import so close even in detail as to compel belief. 

Out of their own mouths the National Socialist leaders of Ger- 
many are convicted of deliberately preparing the campaign of ex- 
termination that is being pressed against the Jews throughout the 
continent today. The long-drawn-out, relentless process of physical 
depletion through starvation, mental wrecking through torment and 
fear, and spiritual degradation through incredible brutalization has 
culminated in a ferocious program of mass slaughter. 

Reports that are available indicate the following depletions of 
Jewish populations in European countries since the beginning of the 
war: Bohemia-Moravia has 15,000 Jews left of the original 80,000; 
Belgium only 8,000 out of 75,000. Sixty thousands of the Nether- 
lands 180,000 Jews have been deported. Of 80,000 in Yugoslavia 
400 escaped and the rest have been killed, imprisoned or deported. 
In Greece out of 78,000, all aged from 18 to 45 have been drafted for 
forced labor. From France 65,000 out of 340,000 have been deported. 
In Rumania not more than 270,000 are left of 900,000. Of the 
185,000 deported to prison camps in Transnistria some 75,000 have 
perished. Of 50,000 Bulgarian Jews 9,000 remain. Of Slovakia’s 
90,000 Jews 70,000 have been deported. Reports from Latvia are 
incomplete but the experience of Riga indicates that 4,000 or 5,000 
may remain out of 32,000. Lithuania appears to have a similar rec- 
ord for its 150,000. A recent report issued by the Russian Gov- 
ernment describes appalling massacres in Russian territory. 

Repetition of place names and figures numbs the imagination 
so that comprehension and sympathy are constricted. But if, as has 
been roughly estimated, 2,000,000 of Europe’s Jews have perished it 
means that one out of every three of the desperate souls driven along 
that dreadful road of slow starvation and breaking spirit has reach- 
ed the end of endurance. It may have come in short, swift terror 
from a Gestapo revolver as it did to a child fled from the Warsaw 
ghetto. Or in lewd humiliation as it did to two well dressed women 
dragged from the street to the ghetto, forced to undress, and shot. 
It means also the long frantic waiting at home for those who do not 
come. A boy of 8 sees his grandparents led off to die, his father 
seized, and witnesses many beatings and killings. During a raid 
he hides his small sister in one room and himself in another for 
double safety. Hearing his little sister discovered and taken he 
shivers alone. All suffer this anguished slow draining of the res- 
ervoir of being. 

An eye-witness reports: 

“A particularly tragic problem are the children of the ghetto. Thou- 
sands of children whose parents had died roamed the ghetto streets, 
and were hunted down and killed off like beasts. It is known how- 
ever that about 150 Jewish children were fortunate enough to escape 
and are now roaming the streets outside the ghetto, begging in the 
houses of Poles. They look less human than little monsters—dirty, 
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ragged, with eyes of little beasts in the last anguish of death. They 
trust no one and expect only the worst from human beings. They 
slide along the walls of houses looking about them in mortal fear. 
No one knows where they sleep. From time to time they knock at 
the door of a Pole and beg for something to eat. Most of them 
follow a similar procedure; they knock at a door and run away to 
a distance ready to flee since no one can predict what kind of a 
creature will emerge from behind the locked door.” 

This eye-witness describes deportations from the ghetto: 

“Every few hours new transports of Jews, men and women, young 
and old, would arrive. It is humanly impossible to convey the im- 
pression that these five thousand people made upon me: they are 
no longer ip the image of men—skeletons with eyes dead with res- 
ignation. Naked, frightened, they are in constant motion with 
convulsive nervous movements. A child is lying with its face toward 
the roof. It is in the last agony of death. But no one pays any 
attention to it. Amidst this indistinguishable mass I spot an old 
man completely nude. He makes no impression on the people who 
surround him. The guards keep on shooting at the throng. Corpses 
are scattered everywhere. Every few minutes the guards pick a 
number of men to clear the dead which are piled up alongside the 
fence. This, too, is done without any emotion, without a single ex- 
pression on their faces as though they are completely oblivious of 
what they are doing. These are no longer normal beings but one 
large convulsive mass breathing its last. 

“En route from the camp to the tracks is a specially constructed 
narrow passage lined by a weak fence of boards. Armed guards are 
stationed along both sides of the fence. The people are driven for- 
ward by guards who lash out mercilessly with their whips ... Any- 
one who as much as touches the fence is shot at by the guards who 
are lined alongside. In this manner hundreds are killed on a stretch 
of several metres. But they are the lucky ones. 

“The narrow passage leads to an open door of a cattle car. These 
are the famous cars designed for ‘40 people or 8 horses’. We have 
measured these cars and found that if human beings were to be 
loaded there tightly pressed together and completely nude, they could 
hold only 90. Yet 140 people are loaded into these cars. Special 
SS. men with guns and whips are stationed on both sides of the en- 
trance. 

“In panic and fear the emaciated skeletons perform acrobatic 
feats. A moment comes when the last inch of the car is loaded 
to capacity but human beings are still being driven into it. People 
begin to climb over the heads of their neighbors, holding on by the 
hands, feet or hair of those already inside. Thus 50 more manage 
to get into the car which is then locked. 

“A long train thus packed with several thousand men, women and 
children is switched to a sliding where it remains from two to eight 
days. The doors are never opened. Those inside suffer inhuman 
agony. They have to perform natural functions over the heads of 
the others. Many cars are painted with lime which begins to burn 
from the dampness of the human urine and increases the tortures 
of the barefoot and the nude.” 

An eminent American Jew recently wrote: “Today in the 
shambles of Poland, I can see the faces of Jews going to their death, 
illumined and ennobled . . They would not change places with their 
executioners.” 

But that was another world !—where human death was still allow- 
ed its dignity.
